MEXICAN FORCES 


Soldiers of the Sea Play Important 
Role gn Early History of State 


The United States Marines, the 
“Soldiers of the Sea,” have a remark- 
able history. 

“Semper Fidelis’ is the motto in- 
terwoven upon their battle flag. Never 
has it been recorded on any scroll, 
an instance in the Mexican War where 
a marine was guilty of a military 
offense, says one of the coiniiaiders. 

The marines first came into promi- 
nence in California at the beginning 
of the Mexican War in 1846. As 
soon as news of the hostilities reached 
Commodore Sloat on the Savannah, 
which was swinging at anchor on the 
warm waters off the coast of Mazat- 
lan, he ordered full steam ahead and 
proceeded to Monterey, where 250 
marines were landed. Under the 
command of Captain Marston and 
Lieutenants Maddox and Queen, the 
marines garrisoned the town and 
hoisted the Stars and Stripes as evi- 
dence of American occupation. 

Yerba Buena, now San Francisco, 
was taken by the marines on July 
9th of the same year, headquarters 
were established and Lieutenant Wat- 
son, who formed a citizens’ militia, 
became military governor of the 
region. 

Santa Barbara was next to fall in 
the hands of the marines and a small 
force: was left as a garrison 

After a targe part of California 
had been taken it Was necessary to 
form a government and [Lieutenant 
Gillespie became the first military 
governor. 

Trouble began to brew in the vi- 
cinity of Los Angeles and Lieutenant 
Gillespie left with the fleet to pro- 
tect that town. 

In December, 146, the marines 
fought a battle where San Francisco 
now stands and forced the Mexicans 
to surrender. The Mexicans laid 
down their arms and returned to 
their homes in Mexico. 

Following the battle at San Fran- 
cisco, the marines were sent to the 
Mexican border, where they succeed- 
ed in entirely wiping out the mili- 
tary forces of Mexico. ~ 


WOMEN LAUNCH BARBS

Vote to Refuse to Register as a 
Protest Against Suffrage 


Macon, Ga.—-Woman members of 
the Georgia Association Opposed to 
Equal Suffrage voted not to register, 
as a step in their battle against the 
national suffrage amendment. They 
adopted a resolution calling on teach- 
ers and preachers to explain to the 
public ‘why we so bitterly oppose 
woman suffrage,” and adding: 

“We quote the official manifesto 
of the Communist party, knowing 
that Georgia men and women, black 
and white, can see the dangers ahead 
of the United States Suffrage or 
anti-suffrage, they will help us de- 


feat these iniquitous schemes of Alice)

total of about 83,438 on-licenses at the 
beginning of the year 1920. The de- 
creuse. in the number of off-licenses 
during 1919 will probably prove to 
bave been about 84, compared with 
ISS) during the preceding twelve 
months. 

The number of licensed premises 
closed since January 1, 1905, when the 
Licensing Act, 1904, came into opera- 
tion, Ts 16.694, and the new licenses 
ranted 654, making the total net de- 
crease of licensed premises over the 
period 16.040. The number of licenses 
extinguished with compensation in 
1919—namely, 498---while higher than 
the figures for 1916, 1917 and 1918, is 
only half the average for the years 
preceding the war—I904, to 1914.

Santa Clara Valley Offers 
Climate Conditions 


Fine 


San Francisco.-—Another large mo- 
tion picture enterprise for the San 
Francisco region was formally 
launched October 27, when, at a 
meeting of the directors of the United 
Stars Pictures Corporation, held at 
the Hotel Sutter, it was decided to 
begin construction of a $150,000 first 
section of a studio at San Jose on 
December 10. The completed studio 
will cost about $600,000. 

The new studio, the site of which 
was selected for its climatic, trans- 
portation and other advantages, will 
be finished as rapidly as the work 
can be done, and production of pic- 
tures there will be under way early 
this winter. 

The directors present at the meet- 
ing included Charles I. Bolles, presi- 
dent: Dr. John Stewart Gordon of 
Los Angeles, vice-president; Soren X. 
Christensen of San Francisco, gen- 
eral counsel; former Judge O. N. Hil- 
ton, LL. D., of Ontario, counsel and 
of the scenario department; Charles 
Hi. Shaw of San Francisco, secretary 
and treasurer; John Sebastian Wil- 
liams, William J. Otts and E. 
Howard. 

The meeting here followed a lunch- 
eon by the Chamber of Commerce of 
San Jose to the directors, when an- 
nouncement of the definite selection 
of San Jose as the site of the new 
studio was made. 

Explaining the action of the com- 
pany in coming to this section, in- 
stead of locating at Los Angeles, 
President Bolles said: 

“We became interested in the San 
Francisco region for two principal 
reasons. In the first place we learned 
from statistics compiled by the gov- 
ernment that the Santa Clara valley 
has more days of clear sunshine than 
any place in southern California. 
That was the prime deciding factor, 
for it is the sunshine and nothing 
else that has made this state the 
home of the country’s fourth largest 
industry. 

“Another reason was the fact that 
motion picture companies and motion 
picture people have not always got 
along very well with the people of 
Ios Angeles. The merchants of that 
city have been accused of profiteer- 
ing at the expense of the film com- 
panies buying supplies and ‘props’ 
from them and leasing furniture for 
pictures scenes.” 


San Rafael.—Recent serious ‘fires 
and inadequate water pressure with 
which to fight them have aroused the 
residents of the Marin County Mu- 
nicipal Water district to the point of 
proposing a $500,000 bond issue to 
be voted at the election on Novem- 
ber 23 to be expended in making 
needed improvements in the water 
system. Ample water, it is said, to 
satisfy all demands of those within 
the water district is locked up in the 
Alpine Lake on the north slope of 
Mount Tamalpais. <A survey of the 
situation shows that a reservoir is 
needed near Phoenix Lake and an- 
other near thetSan Rafael golf links. 
Pipe lines would be run from Alto to 
Belvedere and Tiburon, and from La- 
guna creek to the Cascade intake, 
and from the state highway to Mill 
Valley. Renewals and extensions of 
the distributing system would be 
made in San Rafael, San Anselmo, 
Ross, Mill Valley, Corte Madera, 
Larkspur, San Quentin and other in- 
corporated towns of the district. 


San Francisco. Relief from water 
famine in the Vallejo and Mare Island 
districts was promised recently by 
Mrs. Jennie R. Hartzell, when it be- 
came known that a heavy flow of wa- 
ter in a subterranean river running 
through her property was discovered 
at a depth of 472 feet. According to 
Charles Brown, attorney for Mrs. 
Hartzell, a twelve-inch casing was

time. It is the plan of Mrs. Hartzell, 
he said, to sink other wells and or- 
ganize a company to supply the Val- 
lejo district. The discovery was first 
made by geologists, wha,stated that 
the water came from the mountains 
north of Vallejo and would continue 
to flow for an indefinite period.

Soviet Message Says Syndicate Has 
Coal, Oil and Fisheries Rights 


New York.—A cable message re-! 


ceived October 26 at the Russian 
Soviet government bureau here con- 
firmed the report that Washington 
D. Vanderlip of California, repre- 
senting a syndicate of Pacific Coast 
capitalists, had concluded an arrange- 
ment with the Russian Soviet gov- 
ernment for the development of the 
natural resources of northeastern Si- 
beria. The message, signed by George 
Tchitcherin, commissar for foreign 
affairs at Moscow, was addressed to 
Ludwig C. A. K. Martens, represen- 
tative of the Soviet government in 
America. 

The message follows: 

“On October 22 there was an- 
nounced the consummation of the 
deal proposed by the Vanderlip syn- 
dicate, comprising Vanderlip, Barnt, 
Harry Chandler, Sartori Le Phillips, 
Fishburn, Edward L. Doheny, Gib- 
bon, Jayne, Whittier, Stewart and 
Braun, all Pacific Coast capitalists. 
The syndicate acquires a sixty-year 
lease of territory east of the one 
hundred and sixtieth meridian, tn- 
cluding Kamchatka, an area of 400,- 
600 square miles, with exclusive 
rights to exploit coal, oil and fish- 
eries. Vast oil strata and bitumi- 
nous coal deposits have been discoy- 
ered in this territory. 

“The syndicate expects to take pos- 
session and commence operations in 
the spring of 1921. The same syn- 
dicate is also acquiring a lease, with 
the right to purchase, of the Seattle 
waterfront property purchased by the 
czar’s government. Negotiations are 
proceeding successfully, whereby this 
syndicate will become our _ fiscal 
agents in America, financing pur- 
chases up to $500,000,000; all pur- 
chases to be made through your 
office.” 


WHEAT GROWERS STRIKE 
STARTS IN MIDDLE WEST 


Farmers Holding Back Produce Until 
Price Reaches $3 Mark 


Wichita, Kan. — With 96,000,000 
bushels of wheat in the bins and 
stacks of Kansas farmers, represent- 
ing two-thirds of the year’s crops, 
with empty box cars on nearly every 
railroad siding in the state, and with 
the country elevators ready to pur- 
chase wheat, there were just eighteen 
carloads of Kansas wheat on the 
Wichita market. October 26. 

The wheat growers’ strike is on. 

The strike started three weeks ago, 
when the officials of the Natienal 
Wheat Growers’ Association, with 
headquarters in Wichita, issued a 
proclamation to 70,000 members not 
to sell any wheat after 8 o'clock Oc- 
tober 20 until the price at their near- 
est terininal market reached $3 a 
bushel. 

Many farmers stopped sellin 4 
wheat at once and the decline in re- 
ceipts lias been gradual since that 
time. One vear ago, with more than 
half the year’s crop marketed, the 
receipts on this market were twenty- 
six cars. 

W. H. McGreevy, secretary of the 
Wheat Growers’ Association, says he 
is not at all surprised at the manner 
in which the wheat growers have re- 
sponded to the proclamation. 

“The members of the association 
are going to refuse to sell their wheat 


cost to raise it,’’ he said. ‘That is. 
all we are seeking and that is what 
we expect to get. There may be an 
occasional exception to the rule, some 
man who must have a little ready 
money to meet immediate needs or to 
pay his banker, who is pressing him 
for a settlement, but that is all. T 
believe, however, that the bankers 
and millers, ag a rule, will back the 
growers, for our interests are identi- 
cal.” 

Des Moines, Ia..-Iowa Farm Bu- 
reau officials, in an authorized state- 
ment, called upon Iowa farmers to 
hold their farm products and refuse 
to buy other than the bare necessities 
of life. The statement flays the pack- 
ers, grain speculators and the free 
tariff on Canadian wheat, and says 
financial ruin impends. The bureau’s 
figures support the conditions set 
forth in the statement. 

Petaluma.—A bull, which was be- 
ing led through the streets Monday, 
October 25, by Thomas Caulfield, Coe 
broke his halter and bolted up Fourth 
Street and charged through a grocery 
Store in the business section of the 
city, emerging on Main Street. Clerks 
and patrons scattered to places of 
safety. No one was injured and no 
damage resulted. The bull was cap- 
tured on leaving the store.

SILAGE OF BIG IMPORTANCE

it is of good quality the cattle will 
clean it up;

so it is jnst as economical to use as 
it ever was. 


BIG ESSENTIALS IN POULTRY 


Breeder Should Alm for Early Matur- 
Ity and High Egg Production 
for Best Results. 

Early maturity and high egg pro- 
duction are the two essentials in 
profitable pecultry keeping. If the 
standard of the fancier does not make 
for utility or is a hindrance to con- 
structive utility breeding, then the 
standard is in need of revision. 
Whether It be In cattle, horses, sheep, 
swine or poultry, the score card that 
discriminates in the least against util- 
ity value is a hindrance to the best 
development of that breed. Of course 
there are certain distinguished breed 
characteristics that must be main- 
tained, but these, as a rule, are not 
the fine points which are a continual 
hindrance to the good breeder. For- 
tunately, public opinion is on the side 
of the constructive breeder. 


DAY FOR DIGGING POTATOES 


Quality Is Influenced to Considerable 
Extent by Manner in Which 
They Are Dug. 

The table quality of potatoes {is in- 
fluenced to a considerable extent by 

the way they are dug and stored. 

Potatoes should be dug if possible, 
on a clear day, when the soil Is not 
wet enough to cling to them, advises 
the college. They should be left in 
the fleld only long enough to become 
dry, then stored in a place which is 
cool and rather moist, and as dark as 
possible. 

Under ordinary home storage condl- 
tions, because of the danger of decay, 
it is not wise to have.the potatoes more 
then two and one-half or three feet 
deep, either in a pile or in a box, says 
an agricultural college potato man.

SIMPLE AND DURABLE 
RACK FOR SEED CORN 


‘Can Be Made From Small Piece 


of Welded Fence Wire. 


As Near Mouseproof as Any Device 
Can Be Made When Suspended 
From Ceiling and Affords 
Ample Air Circulation. 


A simple and durable rack for stor- 
Ing and drying seed corn can be made 
from a small piece of welded wire 
fence. This rack when suspended on 
a wire from the ceiling is as near 
mouseproof as any such device can be 
made, and affords ample space for cir- 
culation of air. As only about cight 
inches of fence including one upright 
wire {ts required per rack, a_ large 
number of them may be made at a 
very small cost. 

To make one of these devices cut 
the lateral wires of the fence four

inches from an upright wire and on 
both sides of it. Sharpen the ends of | 
the lateral wires and bend them 
slightly upward so that the ears of 
corn will not slide off. A piece of hay 
wire can be attached to the upper end 
forming a handle. Some fences are 
made with the lower wires so close 
together that it may be necessary to 
cut off every other one to keep the 


ears from touching and to allow good | 


air circulation, 


FLOOR OF PORTABLE HOUSES 


it Should Be at Least One Foot From 
Ground, Open and Free—Cement 
Baffles Rats. 

Floors of portable poultry colony 
houses should be at least one foot 
from the ground, and the space under- 
neath should be open and free. Per- 
manent brooder houses should have 
cement floors, and the doors and win- 
dows should be screened with one-inch 
mesh wire fencing. If such precau- 
tions are taken, rats and weasels usu- 
ally do little damage. 


SALT PREVENTS INDIGESTION 


Used by Experienced Shepherds in 
Changing Sheep From Old Pas- 
ture to New. 

Many experienced shepherds mix 
salt with air-slaked lime, a little more 
lime than salt to prevent indigestion 
and bloat when the sheep are changed 
to new pastures. On some farms to- 
bacco stems are dipped in a strong 
salt brine and no additional salt is 
given to the sheep. This helps to con- 
trol parasitic infection and is benefi- 

cial to the ewes and Jambs. 


POULTRY CONFINED TO YARDS 


Fowls Should Always Be Supplied 
With Green Feed—Good Range Is 
Best for Chickens. 


Chickens confined to small yards 
should always be supplied with green 
feed, such as lettuce, sprouted oats, 
alfalfa or clover, but the best place to 
raise chickens successfully is on a 
good range where no extra green feed 
is required.

TOOTHSOME DAINTIES. 


Some of these dishes may be a little 
too much work fot every day, but will 
be found very satisfactory for occa- 
sions: - 

Chestnut Salad. 

Cook one pound of Italian chest- 
nuts, shelled and blanched, in chicken 
or veal broth seasoned with vege- 
tables. When tender, let cool and cut 
in shreds. Cut tomato jelly into cubes 
or other shapes, shred half a green 
pepper, cut a bunch of lettuce or en- 
dive into shreds. Wash and dry the 
hearts of two heads of lettuce. Ar- 
range the lettuce on salad plates, 
sprinkle with the shredded foods, and 
set a tomato cube above. Pour over 
two tablespoonfuls of dressing and 
serve at once. To prepare the Jelly: 
Soak one-fourth of a package of gela- 
tin in one-fourth of a cupful of cold 
water. Place over the heat tWo cup- 
fuls and a half of tomato, three 
branches of parsley, half a dozen cel- 
ery tips. one-fourth of a bay leaf, half 
an onion with two cloves thrust into 
it, half a teaspoonful of salt, paprika 
piece of chili pepper, a_ table- 
spoonful of. dried mushrooms. Let 
simmer twenty mintes and press 


gelatin, stir until dissolved, then turn 
into a dish to mold. When cold use 
as above. 


Dressing for Chestnut Salad. 

Cut a Bermuda onion In halves and 
with a sharp knife scrape the juice 
from one-half of the onion into a 
bowl. Add one-third of a cupful of 
vinegar, one-fourth of a cupful of to- 
mato cntsup, one tablespoonful of 
Worcestershire sauce, one teaspoonful 
half a teaspoon- 
ful of paprika and half a teaspoonful 
of salt. Stir until well blended with 
three fourths of a cupful of olive oil. 

Lightning Cake. 

Beat half a cupful of butter to a 
cream, add gradually one-half cupful 
of sugar, the yolks of four eggs, beat 
until light, add three tablespoonfuls 
of mile and lastly one cupful of flour, 
sifted with one teaspoonful of baking 
powder. Spread the mixture in a shal- 
low baking pan. Beat the whites of 
the eggs until stiff; gradually beat in- 
to them three-fourths of a cupful of 
sugar, then fold in one-half cupful of 
alinonds, launched and shredded 
lengthwise. Spread this mixture even- 
ly over the cuke, dredge the top with 
sugar and cinnamon and bake thirty 
minutes. Cut in strips when serving. 

Potato Dumplings. 

Take two cupfuls of mashed pota- 
toes, udd salt and nutmeg to tasie, 
one egg well beaten, half a cupful of 
buttered cubes of bread browned in 
butter, one teaspoonful of chopped 
parsley or marjoram: mix well, form 
into balls rolled in flour and cook Ip 
boiling salted water ten minutes. Re 
move carefully from the dish, cover 
with buttered breadcrumbs, browned 
in butter. 

Tongue Canapea 

Toast rounds of bread and spread 
them to the edge with butter, beaten 
to a cream and mixed with mustard; 


have ready some rounds of cold 
boiled tongue, cut thin and a little 
smaller than the rounds of toast; 


there should be a ring of mustard but 
ter completely round the tongue. With 
a paper tube pipe a little of the mus 
tard butter in the center of each 


canape and serve very cold.

THE ROMANCE OF WORDS

“DOUGHBOY.” 
O F all the names applied to 
the American soldier during 
the world war—“Yank,” ‘“Sam- 
my,” “Buddy” and the lke—the 
only one which stood up under 
the strain was “doughboy.” 
Probably they didn’t know it, 
but the reason that the men of 
the A. E. F. accepfed the term 
and answered to it without hes- 
itution, is because doughboy is 
the oldest of slang words for 
American infantrymen, dating 
back to the days of the Revolu- 
tion. At this time, following 
the custom of the British army, 
each man of the Colonial army 
was served with three or four 
cakes of bread a day—flour and 
water, usually underbaked. 
These cakes were known as 
“doughboys” and, before the end 
of the war, the men to whom 
they were served were called by 
: the same rame. 

During the Civil war the ap- 
pellation was revived—partly on 
account of the way in which it 
had been used during the Rev- 
olution and alsu because of the 
manner in which the large brass 
buttons of the infantrymen were 

ridiculed. “They’re as big as 
| boiled dumplings or dough- 
| cakes,” stated one critic, and 
the name “doughboy” stuck—to 
| ce again resurrected when the 
| American forces crossed the At- 


lantic.
